"To the Citizens of Fresno: 


"Afe mayor, after consultation with 


memjaers of your Board of Trustees,

take this means, through your valuable 
paper, to explain our position and ideas 
n reference thereto. 


"One of the first matters which came 


before us, after our election, was tBe 
fact that there 
had 
been 
rendered 


against the city an injunction in a suit 
brought by the citizens of West Park, 
on account of our sewer outfall.. 
We 


managed, through the courtesy of the 
citizens in this action, to secure » post- 
ponement, giving us time to call another 
Section to raise money' to change the 
outfall. 
We proceeded as rapidly as 


possible, and at os early «. date as 
>ractical, fixed the day for the election 
iVe submitted also " the 
question of 


bonds for a new city hall. 
It might 


seem improper for us to express our 
respective reasons and views, but we 
jelieve the citizens of Fresno recognize 
the absolute necessity 
of voting the 


wnds for' se*er- purposes. 
The en- 


forcement of the injunction now against 
us means untold disaster to the citi- 
zens of Fresno. 
The necessity of a 


new crty hall we believe is also apparent 
to all who take .any interes^ whatever 
n the city affairs. 
The city is paying 


in rent each month to private individuals 
A considers We'sum of money. 
AH of 


our citizens can but recognize that we 
need this building, and by calling the 
election at this time, a great saving 
inures to the benefit of the tax payers, 
as the cost of calling an election is also 
an. item to be -considered. 


"The 
method proposed by myself and 


the trustees I have consulted today in 
erecting this building is one about which 
we have received various inquiries, and 
we wish in this way to explain our plan 
of procedure if these bonds for city hall 
purposes are carried, inasmuch as in 
the erection of a public building there 
is generally attached thereto more or 
less scandnl. 
It i? our idea without 


any adverse criticism against any arch- 
itect or contractor, to let this building 
to the lowest bidder; to, in such erec- 
tion, employ a competent •uperintend- 
ent to oversee the work; to dispense 
with the services of an architect as 
far as superintending 
construction is 


concerned, for we have already had an 
architect prepare plans), which we con- 
sider will be a great wving, and have 
the general fcnpervision of the erectioc 
under our own city engineer, who we 
consider competent to do this work. In 
this way we can avoid, at least, the ex- 
perience of other cities 
of 
criticism 


against the board in showing favoritism 
through the employment of contractors 
and architects; and furthermore save 
the taxpayers approximately $1750, the 
architect's fee for looking, at the build- 
ug occasionally during construction. 
"We can only assure the citizens oi 


Fresno that it shall be our aim, if these 
bonds are voted, to erect the city hal 
without showing any favoritism to an} 
person or corporation, but to the least 
cxpcnst to the taxpayers of Fresno city 


"A great mitny believe that the vot 


in"" of these-bonds ineaus a heavy in 
crease of taxes. 
We believe that we 


have already reduced the taxes and 
expenses of "the citizens of Fresno so 
that with the additional burden of the 
votin" of these bonds the taxes wil 
still be lower than they have been in 
previous years. 
We have already re 


duced the tax rate below tlie dollar 
Hinit, something that never was done 
in previous velars; we have reduced the 
cost of gas;"'we have reduced the cost 
of electricity used by the city. Ihesc 
iteiv.K taken together, with the rediic 
ticn in the tax rate already adopted b> 
us, will more than pay for the proposed 
bond issu.s, the saving in these -three 
items alone to the taxpayers amounting 
to ever flO.000 annually. 
"As youi- minor, I wish to assure t!ie 


citizens of Fresno that if the bond issue 
is carried and the moneys raised there 
bv for sewer purposes and the building 
of tie city hall, it shall be oar single 
aim to expend this mon«y without any 
favoritism as to contractors and archi 
tccts, but with the single aim to secure 
at the least expense possible the great 
est advantage to the citizens of_ thi 
citv.
